Deep down in the earth in many 
parts of Europe—in the bods of riv- 
ers and tar beneath the floors of 
caves—are found very crude stone 
tools and weapons, made at the be­ 
ginning of the Stone Age. 


Less deep are better stone imple­ 
ments, made by men of later times. 
Near the surface of the ground—us­ 
ually only a few feet down—are the 
best products of the whole 
Stone 
Age. Some of them are chipped 
very carefully, others are 
smooth 
•ike the ax shown today. 
The time 
when men made clay dishes 
and 
smooth stone tools is called the late 
Stone Age. 


There were then no big round 
grind stones such as we use now­ 
adays. 
How could tools be ground 
smooth? 


Nature had made a grandatone for 
man—the sandstone. 


Many sandstones were found by 
the flint-makers of the late Stone 
Age, 
and 
they 
still 
bear marks 
where flints were ground and polish­ 
ed. 
Arrow heads and spear heads were 
not ground, because there 
was 
no 
good reason to make them smooth. 


Axes, on the other hand, were 
much better w hen rid of all rough­ 
ness. Notice how’ smooth and sharp 
is the ax pictured. 
It is only one of hundreds of axes 
which have come down to us from 
the late Stone Age. 
Stone hammers were also ground 
smooth. Sometimes a flat piece of 


sandstone w’as cut out of the rock 
and taken to the cave or hut w*here 
it was more handy for the flint mak­ 
ers.

AMERICAN ARMY IN THE WORLD WAR 


Its significance and its achievements as a war- 
making power. 
By General Baron von Gallwitz. 
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FIRST PERIOD, JANUARY TO AUGUST 1918 


General Baron von Gallwitz 


INTRODUCTION 
The controversy regarding the pro­ 
portions of the contribution made by 
the United States to the allied vic­ 
tory over the Toutonic Empires—in­ 
terest in which was recently intensi- 
iied by statements attributed to Rud- 
yard Kipling—has until now lacked 
expressions from that element best 
qualified to speak with authority, the 
German high command. 
An Ameri­ 
can investigator has undertaken to 
secure from members of the German 
general staff or from field marshals 
in charge of Teutonic armies oppos­ 
ed to American soldiers an analysis 
of the degree of service and of the 
effectiveness of the military opera­ 
tions of the United States in the 
world war. 
Herewith is presented a statement 
prepared by General Baron von Gal- 
liwitz who is perhaps as well quali­ 
fied to render an opinion as any Ger­ 
man military leader, since he was in 
personal command of the German 
forces to which the main body of the 
American army in France was oppos­ 
ed throughout the greater part of its 
military activities on French soil. 
The statement of General von Gall­ 
witz was compiled by him from mem­ 
oirs he kept during the progress of 
the actions in which his troops were 
confronted by American forces. 
It 
is divided into three phases, cover­ 
ing first, the period from January to 
August 1918, during which enlisted 
American 
units 
were 
introduced 
into the allied line; second, the “Tri­ 
angle of St. Mihiel” covering the per­ 
iod during w’hich this salient in the 
German line was forced back; third, 
the big offensive in the Argonne and 
on the Meuse. 
This an^ysis which is followed by 
General von Gallwitz’a own conclu­ 
sions regarding the participation of 
the American forces in the world 
war follows: 


The effect of the gradual appear­ 
ance of the Americans in France 
was due not only to t{ie number of 
American troops, 
but also to the 
character of those 
troops. 
The 
American divisions 
that required 
more through military training were 
kept at the rear. 
The American 
forces of most importance 
during 
this first period were the working 
troops, which cared for the billeting, 
feeding, ways and means of trans­ 
portation, etc. 
Next came the military recruits. 
These were trained with the French 
troops In encampments 
and 
on 
training grounds, and finally in the 
rear ranks. 
The great number of those employ 
ed merely as working troops seemed 
to show that the first Idea of Ameri­ 
can collaboration w*as to assist tech­ 
nically, but very soon it appeared 
that their plan was more far-reach- 
ing_that we had to deal with the 
^reparation and development of mili­ 
tary strength upon a colossal scale. 
In the summer of 1918 f heard 
that the first American 
division 
would be brought in, in opposition 
to my army. On February 9th a pat­ 
rol of the 16th Regiment of Infantry 
was surprised and four men taken 
prisoners. We learned that the First 
Division (Pershing) 
was 
present 
with the 16th and 18th Regiments ip 
the first line, and that the 26th and 
28th Regiments were in the rear.. 
Our new opponents held our in­ 
terests. We tried to make % strong 
impression upon them but they ap­ 
peared to be very prudent. At first 
wc saw French and Americans com­ 
bined in the trenches. Then we saw 
detachments of 
Americans 
with 
French always around them, and fin­ 
ally Independent American 
detach­ 
ments. 
On March 1st we made a strong 
demonstration against the American 
front. 
This carried us some five 
hundred meters into the enemy post- 
tion. 
Twelve prisoners of the 18th 
Regiment were brought in here, and 
then more at Chavingnon, but they 
were costing us dear. 
Som e of the 
Americans, when surprised in their 
trenches, refused to surrender, pre­ 
ferring to be blown up into the air 
proof that w’e had to deal with an 
opponent who must be highly es­ 
teemed. 
Of course, there were a fw pris­ 
oners who declared that they were 
glad it was over, as far as they were 
concerned. 
They stated that their 
relations with the French were not 
cordial. We learned from then that 
General Duncan was In Command. 


Pershing’s promotion had already b« 
gun. 
On March 11th we raced the first 
advance of American patrols to tha 
front of our lines, without loss to us. 
On April 3rd we ascertained that 
the Second American Division was 
entrenched among the French battal­ 
ion. Prisoners we captured told us 
that this division had come over in 
September, 1917. 
In the course of the 
month of 
April the number of Americans pre­ 
sent was increased, 
especially ar­ 
ound St. Mihiel, with the appear­ 
ance of the 26th Division. At this 
time the French division withdrew* 
We tried to reconnoniter by fur* 
ther advances, and to get acquainted 
with the new opponent. 
Between 
the 13th and 20th of April several 
prisoners were taken, five officers 
on the last day, besides 178 men and 
25 machine guns of the First Batall- 
ion of 102nd Regiment of Infantry, 
26th Division. 
This batallion had 
Only been at the front two hours 
when we attacked. 
■ All of these skirmishes increased 
our knowledge. 
I shall not deny 
that the prisoners were very candid, 
often unsophisticated 
when cross- 
examined. Some of the conversation 
between the officers, overheard by 
us, afforded information. 
For in­ 
stance# they called Lloyd George all 
kinds of names. 
Our general impression was that 
we had to deal with freah, willing, 
efficient human material; that their 
training and fitness for w’ar had not 
yet been perfected, but that they 
were improving notably. As in the 
case among all kinds of men, some 
of the Americans were daredevils 
and other less energetic; some were 
resolute. One man, taken on .April 
17th, 26th (Division at Siray) fought 
heroically and single-handed against 
superior force, and refused to say 
anything after being disarmed. 
Some of the prisoners taken on 
April 20th I had brought before me. 
Their descent wras 
as follows: 
78 
full fledged Americans, 22 Irish, 22 
French, 
14 English, 13 Italian, 9 
Poles, 8 Germans, 7 Sweedes, 4 Russ 
ians, 2 Scotch, 1 Dane and 1 Swiss. 
Of those of German descent hard­ 
ly one could speak a word of Ger­ 
man. I asked the officers if they be­ 
lieved 
that 
the 
intervention 
of 
America w’ould give a new turn to 
the war, and while they answered 
hesitatingly, it was always in the 
affirmative. 
It is interesting to state that from 
many Englishmen taken uring our 
March offensive we heard: “We are 
dumfounded by the defeat, and see 
the reason for our failure, but we 
are not discouraged. If we only per­ 
severe, with the aid of the Ameri­ 
cans the tide will be turned.” 
They were unfortunately right. 
The American equipment 
was 
praised by all our men. Their uni­ 
forms and arms were perfect. Their 
auxiliary service of administration 
and thir food supplies seemed un­ 
limited . We could see that they had 
the men and the money. 
In the first surprise attacks on the 
American trenches during that wet 
spring, our men were lured less by 
the prospect of 
taking 
American 
prisoners than by the booty of the 
Americans' wonderful leather pants, 
through which the dampness of the 
trenches could not penetrate. The 
ample food of the Americans also 
aroused envy, as our men were scant 
ly supplied, and knew that their fam­ 
ilies at home were starving, often 
dying, on account of 
the 
enemy 
blockade. 
During this period the American 
Infantry seemed to make great pro­ 
gress in defense, but they were not 
yet sufficiently trained for attack.

good officers to be turned out In 
quantities in three months' periods. 
“We 
are 
making 
progress, and 
progress 
is 
good 
progress. 
This 
progress is, however, scant, and not 
really 
enough. 
Any 
further cuts 
would force us to lose what we have 
gained, and would accordingly be in* 
excusable. 
“It has taken time and money to 
build what we have. 
It has taken 
blood and money to prove that we 
have not, even now, what we need. 
We should when practicable add to 
what we have and attain to the pro­ 
gress called for In our defense pro­ 
ject under the terms of the law.” 
Declaring the officer corps “is re­ 
ally the backbone of our military sys­ 
tem,” Mr. W eeks said that security 
for the future must rest “upon the 
foundation of our leadership."
